Dr. Emil Simon’s Suggestion 
Will Be Followed in Re- 
port to Directors. 


After -personally inspecting the Char- 
less School, the members of the Build- 


ing Committee will recommend to the 
Board of Education Tuesday night that 
it be remodeled and made fireproof 
throughout. The committee will also 
recommend that during the summer va- 
cation, inside inclosed fireproof stair- 
ways be put in all the non-fireproof 
buildings to be used next fall. 

This action of the committee is the 
result of a suggestion made by Dr. Emil 
Simon, Socialist member of the Board 
of Education. Two years ago the Board 
of Education, through Frank L. Ma- 
goon, then pfesident; Architect William 
B. Ittner and Attorney E. M. Grossman. 
promised to equip the non-fireproof 
buildings with fire escapes or inside 
stairways, which meet the requirements 
of the fire escape law. Building Com-

Stifel Wiil Recommend Him. 
The Rev. Mr. Meeker declared Mon- 
day that his friends had suggested him 
as a candidate to succeed Bland, in 
case he is ousted. 

“I am not a candidate for anything,”’ 
said the pastor. “But you might ask 
Otto Stifel about it.’’ 

Stifel said over the telephone that if 
Gov. Hadley should ask him for a rec- 
ommendation as to Bland’s successor, he 
would suggest the Rev. Mr. Meeker. 
‘To my mind,"’ said the brewer-poH- 
ticlan, ‘‘Meeker is good enough for any 
office in the State. The Governor has 
not asked my advice, but if -ne should, 
[ should recommend Meeker for Police 
Commissioner.”’ 

Visited 225 Lid Clubs. 

The Rev. Mr. Meeker achieved much 
notice recently by declaring that with- 
in the last year he had lifted the cevers 
of 2% lid clubs—for the purposes o2f 
investigation. During all his researcties. 
he sald, he did not take a drink. Every 
place he visited Was carefully jotteil 
down, and today he has, perhaps, the 
only complete list of St. Louis lid clubs. 
The itinerary of his travels in the des- 
ert was related in a sermon to his con- 
gregation one Sunday night. 

“Warfare against the so-called ld- 
clubs is an injustice and a persecu- 
tion,’ he told his flock. “I¢ the lid-club 
is raided, why not also raid the Uni- 
versity, the Mercantile and St. Louis 
Clubs? 

“Different classes of People belong’ to 
them’ and they have different codes of 
conduct, but they drink just as good 
beer in the one as in the other. 

“The clubs are a natural outgrowth 
of conditions and 160 of them have come 
into existence since the ‘lid’ went on 
the saloons.”’

are the Humboldt, Lyons, Meramec, 
Hodgen, Franklin and the negro high 
school. 

“The Attucks School, for negro chil- 
dren, will be abandoned. We have not 
decided just what to recommend to take 
its place, but we considered its céntin- 
ued use unwise.”’ 

The Attucks School is a three-story 
building, with a single stairway. lead- 
ing to the upper floors. The furfnace in 
the basement is almost directly under 
the stairway. In case of fire sweeping 
up the stairway, every avenue of escape 
would be cut off. 

Pledge Made by Board. 

All the new schoois are thoroughly 
fireproof. They are two stories high, 
with wide concrete stairways. Two- 
story buildings do not come within the 
provisions of the fire escape laws. 

City officials have been trying for the 
last five years to induce the Board of 
Education to comply with all the laws 
of safety, but the board has held that 
as it is a part of : e Stata it could not 
be: prosecuted by the State for violation 
of its statutes.

The quarterly report of the United 
Railways Co. for the first quarter of 
1910, filed Monday at the officé of the 
City Register, shows that the cars of 
the company traveled 8,953,813 miles in 
making 1,446,076 trips, and that 50,179,- 
860 5-cent fares and 1,258,934 half fares 
were collected. 

The company used an average of 1022 
cars each day. For the same period 
last year an average of 882 cars a day 
were used. There was a gain over the 
first quarter of last year of 2,393,377 5- 
cent fares and 7049 half fares.

—President 
Taft changed the entire tenor of the 
speech within eighteen hours of its de- 
livery here Saturday night and long aft- 
er Attorney-General Wickersham had 
started for Chicago. As originally pre- 
pared it was an uncompromising assault 
on all those charged with party irregu- 
larity. It declared that ail those not

They would rather see the 
next House of Representatives Demo- 
cratic with all the progressive Senators 
defeated for re-election, than the slight- 
est sign of compromise with that wing 
of the party. These regulars would have 
been vastly delighted to see the Presi- 
dent take a firm and determined stand 
against anything savoring of irregu- 
larity and read the insurgents out of the 
party. 

In speaking of Wickersham’s speech, 
Senato?Cummins of Iowa said: 

“Mr. Wickersham’s mistake ig one 
that a man with his training is very 
likely to make. Until he became a 
member of the Cabinet he had little, if 
any, interest in the Republican party, 
had done little or nothing for it and 
was a& comparative’ stranger to its 
spirit, purposes and policies and there- 
fore he easily fell under the delusion 
that he sees the whole party when he 
sits at the Cabinet table. 

“A short experience will convince him 
of the etror of his conclusions. He will 
soon learn that the party expects loy- 
alty to principles, not to.me, and that 
it has not delegated to any official, 
however, high his station, the approval 
or disapproval of United States Sena- 
tors and Reprftentatives.”
